Murderer 
should die 
in prison 
- mother 

WHEN he was jailed for 
murder, gunman David 
Harrison was told he would 
probably die inside prison. 

But it has been revealed 
is appealing against his 37- 
year jail sentence. 

The mother of his victim 
has hit out, saying that 
being behind bars is exactly 
where he should be. 

Harrison’s appeal will be 
heard at the Court of Appeal 
in London next week. 

It has emerged an appeal 
request against conviction 
has already been rejected 

Carol Deakin, mother of 
former Walsall skip hire 
firm boss and murder victim 
Richard, said: “They should 
give me the key and let me 
throw it in the sea. How on 
earth he’s got the gall to 
ask for his sentence to be 
shorter is unbelievable. I 
think there’s been enough 
time wasted with the trial, 
he’s sending everyone on 
a fool’s errand. Prison is 
exactly where he deserves 
to be. He deserves to die 
there.” 

Father-of-two Mr Deakin, 
aged 27, was blasted in the 
chest by a sawn-off shotgun 
as he lay in his own bed in 
Meadway Street, Chase- 
town, in July 2010. When 
passing sentence, Lord Jus¬ 
tice Roderick Evans told 
Harrison: “The likelihood is 
you will die in prison.”

BOSSES behind a new discount 
warehouse which will offer 30 per 
cent food sales, have pledged to lis¬ 
ten to councillors after they stalled 
on a planning decision. 

The £1.5 million JTF discount warehouse de¬ 


velopment is earmark* 
Bescot Retail Park. 

Walsall Council plan¬ 
ning committee last month 
deferred its decision over 
the new JTF bulk discount 
goods outlet and this week 
bosses at the firm have 
pledged to work with the 
council to ensure the pro¬ 
posals are ‘right’. 

The venture, which had 
been recommended for ap¬ 
proval, would bring 20 full¬ 
time and 40 part-time posts, 
but councillors say they are 
concerned about JTF’s plan 
to offer 30 per cent food 
sales, a further announce¬ 
ment on the scheme is due 
soon. 

Discussions 

Members have said they 
were concerned about the 
impact such a move would 
have on trade at other dis¬ 
trict centres in the borough. 

They put off the decision 
to hold more talks with the 
warehouse chain. 

And Ben Copithorne, of 
JTF’s development team, 
said the company was look¬ 
ing forward to the discus¬ 
sions. 

He said: “We want to get 
this application right be¬ 
cause it’s about delivering 
£1.5m of investment, creat¬ 
ing 60 new jobs and bring¬ 
ing a boost back to Bescot 
Retail Park and to Walsall 
as a whole.”

The application was rec¬ 
ommended for approval sub¬ 
ject to conditions.

He 
said he was concerned that 
JTF may pull out of the 
scheme. 

“This application was 
good investment and job op¬ 
portunities for local people - 
I think the committee made 
a wise decision to defer until 
April.

Police on 
driver's 
trail after

“This is a tragic loss of 
a young life, I am eager to 
hear from any person who 
was in the vicinity of the 
A5 near to the Junction of 
Watling Street at the time 
of this incident.”

One of the tributes left at 
the scene says: “Love and 
thoughts are with all that 
knew and loved Jay C. He 
will forever be remembered 
by all that knew him. He 
was a kind and loving and 
funny man full of energy 
and happiness.”

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Anguish as 
mother of 
victim in 
justice call 

THE mother of murder 
victim Richard Deakin has 
spoken of her anguish as a 
notorious criminal accused 
of organising the killing was 
acquitted. 

John Anslow was cleared 
of Richard Deakin’s murder 
at Woolwich Crown Court. 

Police spoke of their dis¬ 
appointment at the verdict 
and revealed they are not 
pursuing anyone else for 
being involved in the killing. 

Anslow, from Tipton, 
escaped from a prison van 
and fled to Northern Cyprus 
while on remand for a major 
drugs conspiracy and after 
being charged with murder. 

He is currently serving 29 
years in prison - 22 years 
fordrugs offences and more 
than seven years for the es¬ 
cape - but was unanimously 
cleared by jurors of being in¬ 
volved in the murder. 

Contract killers David 
Harrison, Anslow’s uncle, 
who fired the sawn-off shot¬ 
gun that killed Mr Deakin 
in 2010, and getaway driver 
Darryl Dickens were con¬ 
victed in 2010 and are be¬ 
hind bars for life. 

Settle 

But heartbroken mother 
Carol Deakin said she would 
not rest until whoever or¬ 
dered her son’s murder was 
behind bars. 

“The case, speaking as 
Richard’s mother, will never 
come to a close until the per¬ 
son that paid the money is 
sent to prison,” she said. 

“To me the person who 
should be behind bars is the 
person who actually ordered 
it. 

“I will not settle until 
Richard has got the justice 
he deserves.” 

However Staffordshire 
Police chiefs are not contin¬ 
uing the investigation in the 
hunt for more suspects. 

Anslow, 33, was sprung 
from a prison van by men 
armed with sledgehammers 
and a shotgun in January 
2012. 

He had recently been 
charged with Mr Deakin’s 
murder and was on remand 
at HMP Hewell awaiting 
trial for conspiracy to supply 
cocaine and cannabis. 

He was sentenced for the 
drugs charge in his absence 
in 2012 while still on the 
run. 

Anslow was deported in 
March 2013 after being ar¬ 
rested in Northern Cyprus 
for immigration offences, 
before pleading guilty to 
conspiracy to escape last 
September, receiving a sen¬ 
tence of seven years and two 
months in November. 


Pain of losing son remains - four years on 



“SOMETIMES in my head I think, 
he’s coming home. I still can’t be¬ 
lieve it happened.” 

Heartbroken mother Carol 
Deakin still feels the pain of losing 
her son Richard every day. 

It’s been almost four years since 
the 27-year-old was gunned down as 
he lay in his bed at his Chasetown 
home. And distraught Carol Deakin 
said the moment he was killed, 
8.30am on Monday, July 5, 2010, 
was frozen in time. 

“Nobody who hasn’t lived 


through it knows what it’s like to 
lose a son,” she said. “Every single 
Monday I relive it. 

“Every Sunday night, when I shut 
the curtains I think about what’s 
going to happen tomorrow. 

“I wake up and I live me getting 
up, going to work, sitting at my desk 
and receiving that phonecall. 

“I’m just there living that mo¬ 
ment every Monday, I have done 
since the day he died.” 

After John Anslow was found not 
guilty of organising the killing, the 


seemingly endless quest for justice 
carries on for Carol. 

She believes there are others be¬ 
hind the crime that have not been 
made to pay for killing her son. 

Pain 

Carol said she often thinks of the 
killers’ families and wonders how it 
has affected their lives. 

“A friend of mine said to me, T 
can’t believe you think about their 
family when they’ve caused you so 
much pain’. I say, at the end of the 


day children are the innocent party 
here and they’ll be brought up with 
no family environment, it’s been 
taken away from them as well and 
that to me is very very sad. 

“And whenever I see my grand¬ 
children I think about Richard. I 
think about them growing up with 
no daddy and it’s absolutely tragic.” 

The heartbroken mother admit¬ 
ted coping with the enormous grief 
of his death never gets easier. 

And she added: “The fight for jus¬ 
tice keeps me going, 100 per cent.” 


Trail goes cold in search 
for murder case 'Mr Big'

NO MORE suspects are being pursued for 
their involvement in the tragic murder of fa- 
ther-of-two Richard Deakin, police have re¬ 
vealed. 

The man who had been accused of organising the 
murder - 33-year-old Tipton drug lord John Anslow 
- was last week acquitted at Woolwich Crown Court 
of any involvement. 

Although the case is technically not closed, officers are 
not actively chasing anyone else in connection with Mr 
Deakin’s death. 

He was shot as he lay in his bed in Meadway Street, Cha¬ 
setown, in July 2010. 

Gunman David Harrison and getaway driver Darryl 
Dickens, both of Bilston, were convicted for their roles in 
December 2012. 

It is widely accepted the pair were hired to carry out the 
murder but the hunt for the ‘Mr Big’ is now over. Stafford¬ 
shire Police said after Anslow’s acquittal that no one else 
was currently being investigated. 

Detective Chief Inspector Darren Harding led the mur¬ 
der inquiry. 

“At this time, we are not pursuing anyone else in relation 
to this case,” he said. “However, should any new lines of 
inquiries be established or new information received it will 
be followed up.” 

The admission potentially draws a line under one of the 
most shocking murders the West Midlands has witnessed 
in recent years. It started at around 8.30 on the morning 
of July 5, 2010. 

Shattered 

Megan Deakin said goodbye to her beloved fiance, who 
was awake and lying in bed, as she left the family home to 
take their two young daughters to school. 

The engaged couple had just spent the weekend together 
at a hotel in Nottingham and returned home at 9pm the 
night before having picked up their daughters up from Mr 
Deakin’s mother, Carol. Megan put the kids in the car and 
left. 

But just a few minutes later, this picture of a happy, 
peaceful, idyllic family home was shattered forever. A black 
Vauxhall Corsa pulled up outside the house. 

Witnesses had seen the car mysteriously circling the area 
and driving past the house, but this time it stopped and a 
man got out. 

That man was David Harrison and he was wearing dark 
clothes, a black balaclava and blue latex gloves - a very fo- 
rensically aware outfit lacking in unique details, an expert 
later said. 

He opened the gate, walked to the back door, got into the 
house, walked to the bedroom and, with a sawn-off shot¬ 
gun, opened fire. Mr Deakin, lying in bed, was shot five 
times, including to the chest and legs. 

Harrison left the house - walking, not running - got in 
the Corsa and left the scene. It was carried out with the 
minimum of fuss and with the cold-blooded efficiency of a

professional. Neighbours who saw Harrison enter the home 
had already phoned the police, concerned at the alarming 
sight of a balaclava-clad man appearing in such a quiet sub¬ 
urban area. 

Harrison was sentenced to life imprisonment, to serve 
a minimum of 37 years and Dickens was also sentenced to 
life imprisonment, to serve a minimum of 30 years. 

The pair were described as ‘cold blooded and calculated’ 
by police. When sentencing Harrison and Dickens, Lord 
Justice Evans said: “This was a carefully planned and 
professionally executed contract killing. You were paid by 
people who are still at large. It involved people way beyond 


you. How many people is difficult, almost impossible, to 
say.” As the judge had suggested, the case wasn’t over. 

Anslow, who at this point was on the run in Northern 
Cyprus , had yet to face trial. 

He was already on remand for drugs offences and was 
awaiting trial, but police would have to wait until earlier 
this month for his murder trial to get to court, a year after 
he was deported back to the UK. In between his return to 
the UK and this month’s trial, Anslow had pleaded guilty 
to conspiring to escape from custody and been sentenced to 
seven years and two months. Six others, four of whom also 
pleaded guilty, also received lengthy sentences. 


Difficult 
case to 
crackfor 
officers 

IT was a fascinating case 
to crack - but also the most 
challenging that many of¬ 
ficers have ever faced. 

Piecing together how 
John Anslow escaped from 
custody took time, diligence 
and a ‘painstaking investi¬ 
gation’. 

But immediate clues were 
left by Anslow when he 
leaped out of the prison van 
escorting him from prison to 
court in January 2012. 

Cling film was found in 
the van cell he was in, which 
had been used to help con¬ 
ceal a mobile phone in his 
rectum. 

Back in HMP Hewell his 
cell contained a Christmas 
card, which included clues 
as to his whereabouts. But 
Anslow evaded capture for 
more than a year. 

As a senior officer from 
West Mercia Police involved 
in the case admitted, at first 
it was a minefield to piece 
together just how Anslow 
had done it. 

“It’s certainly the most 
complex and detailed inves¬ 
tigation I’ve been involved 
in,” he said. 

“The senior investigator 
added: “It would all have in¬ 
volved a lot of planning and 
there were a lot of people to 
be trusted.” 

Ordeal 

Det Supt Scott Jones from 
Staffordshire Police said: 
“This has been a very chal¬ 
lenging investigation which 
involved many months of 
extensive enquiries.” 

It also proved an ordeal 
to gain access to courtrooms 
and report on cases because 
Anslow was considered so 
dangerous. 

Police ramped up security 
to almost unprecedented 
levels for cases he was con¬ 
nected with in the wake of 
his escape from prison. 

For the murder trial of 
David Harrison and Darryl 
Dickens, held at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court in De¬ 
cember 2012, armed police 
were scattered around the 
building, keeping watch for 
any suspicious behaviour. 

And when Harrison and 
Dickens took to the stand, 
they were again surrounded 
by officers in court who were 
also on hand to protect exit 
doors. 

The trial was held at 
Woolwich Crown Court, not 
in Birmingham where it had 
originally been listed, as the 
logistics of getting Anslow 
up the motorway from the 
capital to the second city 
were too complicated and 
laden with risks.

Firm plans expansion and jobs boost 


AN AUTOMOTIVE company is 
planning to expand and invest mil¬ 
lions of pounds in its plant in Dar- 
laston, under proposals poised to 
create around 20 jobs. 

ZF Lemforder UK, which sup¬ 
plies components to Jaguar Land 
Rover, Toyota and Aston Martin, 
has lodged plans to redevelop its 
Station Road site. 

Th e firm plans to invest £16.5 


million to improve productivity. 
Under the plans lodged with Walsall 
Council, a building described as ‘no 
longer fit for purpose’ would be de¬ 
molished for an extension to provide 
new industrial floor space. 

There would also be a reorganisa¬ 
tion of the the dispatch and delivery 
of materials, and parking would be 
increased from 1434 spaces to 169. 

The company said it will safe- 


guard hundreds of jobs and would 
boost the workforce in Darlaston to 
more than 280. It comes after the 
firm secured a £2m grant from the 
Regional Growth Fund. 

The company has plants in in 
Solihull and Darlaston and a re¬ 
port with the planning application 
states the scale of investment and 
the availability of grants has led it 
to review the suitability of its prem- 


ises and make plans to improve ef¬ 
ficiency. “In Solihull ZF assembles 
chassis systems, while in Darlaston 
the components for these systems 
are made,” the report said. 

“ZF is investing in new plant 
and machinery across the two sites. 
£16.5m is being invested in Darlas¬ 
ton. This will enable a switch of 
production to more technical and 
higher value structural product s. ” 


Gas fitter in court 
over shoddy work 


A GAS fitter’s work was so shoddy at two fish 
and chip bars in that they could have explod¬ 
ed and potentially killed members of the pub¬ 
lic, a court was told. 

Richard Stowe, pleaded guilty to three Health and 
Safety breaches over fryers he installed at Dukes 
Fish Bar in Chelmsford, Essex and Nino’s in Upper 
Marham. near King’s Lynn in Norfolk, in 2011. 

Unemployed Stowe, aged J by Sjmon Stone 
45, of Oswestry, was given a ™ £ - 


five-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months 
with 240 hours unpaid work 
by Chelmsford Magistrates. 

Stowe’s firm Black Coun¬ 
try Ranges Ltd, of Walsall, is 
no longer trading. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £1,000 of the prosecu¬ 
tion’s £33,000 investigation 
and legal costs. 

Magistrates chairman 
Caroline Mitchell told Stowe 
they had considered sending 
him straight to prison. 

She continued: “You were 
driven by financial motives. 
This was not an isolated 
lapse. It’s set against a prior 
clear warning. This is a fla¬ 
grant breach.” Health and 
Safety Executive prosecutor 
Matthew Taylor said Stowe 
was not Gas Safe registered, 
a legal requirement. 

Sylvia Connor took on 
a lease for a fast food out¬ 
let in Duke Street and was 
converting it into a fish bar. 
Stowe quoted her £16,000 to 
install the gas fryer in May 
2011. There were issues 
about work Stowe had done 
and she called in another 


engineer who immediately 
categorised it as dangerous, 
said the prosecutor. 

He added: “The most 
concerning was the gas 
range had to be immedi¬ 
ately switched off and iso¬ 
lated from the gas supply 
because there were gas leaks 
from screw fittings and un¬ 
controllable fires within the 
combustion chamber. They 
presented an immediate 
danger to persons in the vi¬ 
cinity and the public of the 
danger of an explosion.” 

Stowe quoted £23,000 to 
fit a range to Nino’s Fish 
Bar in Squires Hill, owned 
by Helen and Alf Piccolo, 
in August 2011, the court 
heard. There were problems 
with the range and the Pic¬ 
colos asked for a Gas Safe 
engineer to visit who found 
a large number of faults. 

Mitigating, Sarah Read 
said in 2010/11 Stowe’s mar¬ 
riage was breaking down, 
which might have contrib¬ 
uted to him not being as pro¬ 
fessional as he had hoped. 
He was now undergoing the 
Gas Safe examinations.

On trail of Chase 
murderer Morris 


MARION BRENNAN talks 
to one of the policemen 
who helped track down a 
notorious killer in the 1960s 

HE WAS a keen young cadet, 
not long turned 17, when he 
‘lied’ about his police experi¬ 
ence in order to take part in one 
of the biggest murder hunts in 
British criminal history. 

Rookie Pc Alan Parker was among 
scores of officers called to the parade 
room at Walsall police station on 
August 22, 1967, to take part in the 
search for local girl Christine Dar¬ 
by who had gone missing three days 
earlier. 

The seven-year-old was suspected of 
being the latest victim of the man dubbed 
the Cannock Chase murderer after the 
bodies of six-year-old Margaret Reyn¬ 
olds, of Aston, and five-year-old Diana 
Tift from Bloxwich had been found in a 
shallow grave at the Staffordshire beauty 
spot 18 months earlier. 

In the parade room that morning, an¬ 
yone with less than six months’ experi¬ 
ence in the force was asked to step aside. 

Speaking last week in the wake of the 
killer’s death on March 11, at his home 
in Marston Street, Willenhall, the grand- 
father-of-two recalled the moment. “I 
stayed where I was, even though I’d only 
joined the force three months before, be¬ 
cause I badly wanted to be part of the 
investigation.” Those on the hunt were 
taken to Cannock Chase in Black Marias. 

“We stopped for a briefing at a big hall 
involving everyone on the search, in¬ 
cluding the Army. There were probably 
500-600 of us. It was so packed, I listened 
with some others at an open window out¬ 
side. There was a light aircraft and a hel¬ 
icopter flying low overhead. Then we set 
off into the densest part of the Chase. I 
ruined my new uniform as many others

did that day because under the bracken 
and fern was old fencing with rusty 
barbed wire which cut my legs and 
ripped my trousers. 

“It was a warm day and there was 
a ‘shirt sleeve order’ on which meant 
officers could take off their jackets and 
roll their sleeves up to the elbow. I was 
about 100 yards from the soldier who 
found her body. That was it, the hunt 
was over.” While the hunt was in pro¬ 
gress no-one had eaten or drank any¬ 
thing. Mr Parker remembers officers 
flagging down a Banks’s beer lorry and 


commandeering all the soft drinks and 
crisps aboard. “Everything was taken 
but the beer. I presume the brewery 
was reimbursed.” In fact it wasn’t his 
first brush with the murder investi¬ 
gation, although he did not realise it. 
Some weeks earlier he was at Willen¬ 
hall police station on his first posting 
when he came across the name of Ray¬ 
mond Morris. 

He was working in the collators office 
where all crimes committed in the area 
were filed. Morris had been picked up in 
Bridgeman Street, Pleck, for indecent 


exposure and when Pc Parker went to 
log the information in a card index file, 
he saw that it was his second offence. 
“Indecent exposure in those days was 
pretty rare, so two in a short time was 
unusual.” 

He brought the matter to the atten¬ 
tion of his collator John Smith who 
passed the information on to Det Supt 
Ian Forbes, of Scotland Yard, who was 
leading the murder inquiry. “I had never 
heard of Raymond Morris before al¬ 
though I suspect the murder team were 
already on to him.” 

Pc Parker was also there on Novem¬ 
ber 16, 1968, when Morris was arrested 
for Christine’s murder. He was on a day 
off and had gone to Walsall Police Sta¬ 
tion to pick up a favourite brown cordu¬ 
roy jacket he had left there. 

Stomach 

“As I passed the charge room, I saw 
two police officers holding Morris on ei¬ 
ther side by the arms. He was facing the 
open door and I remember his eyes ap¬ 
peared black, as though he was looking 
straight through me. I’ll never forget his 
face. He then took a blow to the stomach 
and somebody slammed the door shut. 

“He’d been picked up that morning, 
living right under our noses in a flat op¬ 
posite the station in Green Lane all that 
time. It was a bit of a kick. But then 
there’d been no trouble, no reason for us 
to go over there. Eight police cars drove 
across the road to the back of his build¬ 
ing before officers brought him out.” He 
added: “There was real buzz around the 
station. People were going ‘We’ve got 
him!’” 

Mr Parker left the force after two 
years to take a job at Garrington’s 
in Darlaston, part of GKN, where he 
worked until he retired. Seeing Morris’s 
picture on the front of the Express & 
Star when the paper exclusively broke 
the news of his death brought memories 
flooding back to Mr Parker, now 63. “Al¬ 
though I didn’t find Christine, I feel glad 
to have done my bit that day,” he said. 


Poorest are 
paying price 


IAIN Duncan Smith has prom¬ 
ised to get to grips with Britain’s 
benefits culture, and make sure 
that work pays. 

Local councils across the 
West Midlands warn they will 
have to make tough decisions 
and cut services as they seek to 
balance the books. 

And then, caught somewhere 
in the middle, are the children 
of some of the poorest families, 
according to Children’s Com¬ 
missioner for England Maggie 
Atkinson. 

“The poorest families, and 
therefore their children, are pay¬ 
ing the price now,” she says. 

“We did in-depth analysis on 
the welfare bill. Families, parents 
with children, especially where 
there was already economic 
pressure on the households, 
would be ill-served by the wel¬ 
fare reforms.” 

Atkinson says not only are 
families on low incomes being 
hit by cuts to social security 
benefits, but library closures and 
reductions in leisure spending 
are also hitting the young. 

In an interview with Total Poli¬ 
tics magazine, the commissioner 
says local government cuts had 
also hit after-school and holiday 
clubs for children. 

Atkinson says Work and Pen¬ 
sions Secretary lain Duncan 
Smith’s welfare shake-up, part 
of the Government’s efforts to 
cut the deficit and encourage 
people who can work to take 
a job, had ‘not served families 
well’. 


Impact 


“I recognise, and our assess¬ 
ment recognises, that for some 
families Universal Credit would 
do good, would help them to 
make their money go further. But 
even with those effects we were 
adamant, and I remain adamant, 
that the welfare reforms have not 
served families well.” 

The commissioner says the 
impact of the Government’s 
austerity measures on children 
are not confined to the welfare 
reforms. 

“Future generations coming 
down the line may well have a 
better time of it, but there are 
children now who are paying 
the price in England, not only for 
the reduction in welfare spend¬ 
ing, but in libraries, in leisure 
facilities, in early intervention, 
in after-school clubs or holiday 
clubs. 

“All those things have been 
under such pressure in local 
government that many of them 
have stopped doing them. And 
that isn’t just an urban issue.” 

Atkinson is no stranger to con¬ 
troversy. In 2010 Denise Fergus, 
the mother of murdered two- 
year-old James Bulger, called for 
Atkinson to be sacked over her 
comments about the two boys 
who murdered her son. While 
saying the murder was ‘excep¬ 
tionally unpleasant’, Atkinson 
said she thought they were too 
young at 10 years old to be tried 
for his murder.

Trust chief in new 
hope for school 



New chief executive for the Grace Academy Trust Dr 
Jamie Clarke, former head of Sponne in Towcester 

THE new boss of a firm running a Walsall school admits 
it faces challenges to raise standards after it was banned 
from expanding by a Government minister. The Depart¬ 
ment for Education has imposed a ban on 14 organisations 
- including the Grace Foundation - opening new schools. 

The Foundation, which runs Grace Academy in Dar- 
laston along with sites in Coventry and Solihull, has just 
appointed a new chief executive officer Dr Jamie Clarke, 
who said improvements were already being made, but more 
work needed to be done. 

Ofsted inspectors said the Darlaston school required im¬ 
provement in July, and a subsequent inspection found that 
some progress was being made. But inspectors also raised 
concerns that students made ‘inadequate progress’ in Eng¬ 
lish. Dr Clarke said: “The trust has installed a number of 
measures to improve performance and I think we can look 
forward to more positive results in future. “When that hap¬ 
pens I believe the restriction will then be lifted. We need to 
make sure that teachers are clear about the expectations 
we have.” 

The order also covers the Academy Transformation 
Trust, which runs the Bristnall Hall Academy in Oldbury 
and the Jubilee Academy in Bloxwich; and E-ACT, with 
sites in Reedswood and Willenhall.

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Family's heartache of 
brave Kate's wedding 

IT WAS Kate Cleaver’s dying 
wish to marry the love of her 
life after she was diagnosed 
with a rare and aggressive 
form of cancer which left her 
with just weeks to live. 

And the brave mother-of-two 
saw that wish granted just three 
days before she died. 

Kate asked her family to arrange the 
white wedding to Gary Wiggin after 
she was given the devastating news. 

And after doctors said her condi¬ 
tion was deteriorating rapidly her 
heartbroken relatives pulled out all 
the stops to ensure she could have her 
big day. Kate, aged 29, and Gary, 32, 
had been together for 13 years, and 
on March 6, their daughter Mollie’s 
eighth birthday, they said ‘I do’ in a 
moving ceremony at The Village Hotel 
in Walsall. 

Arriving in a wheelchair, Kate, of 
Awlmakers Grove, Leamore, got her 
last wish with Mollie and son Lewis, 
who turned 10 last Wednesday, look¬ 
ing on.

“Katie was having stom¬ 
ach trouble for a while, but at first the 
doctors thought it was symptoms of 
gallstones, then a bacterial infection,” 
she said. 

She was diagnosed with terminal 
cancer on February 13. Mrs Cleaver 
added: “She found a lump on her side 
and the nurse at the GP’s referred 
her to the hospital. Then these lumps 
started to pop up all over her skin, 
they looked like little peas. It was a 
rare form of cancer and aggressive.

Tatter jailed after chase 


A SCRAPMAN who led po¬ 
lice on a drunken car chase 
with a two-foot machete in 
his van has been jailed for 16 
months. 

Kevin Hanley, aged 33, was 
spotted, speeding from Harden 
Road in Walsall onto Walker Road 
on January 10 this year. 

He was followed by police but made 
numerous attempts to ram their vehi¬ 
cle as he sped away from a patrol car in 
the early hours of the morning. 

Hanley’s attempts to flee police were 
thwarted when he was Tasered having 
ditched his Ford Transit van. 


Ms Sati Ruck, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “The 
van made a sharp left and he was fol¬ 
lowed by police. They then activated 
their flashing lights. About 100 yards 
after they did so the van stopped but 
the officers were reluctant to get out 
because they were concerned for their 
safety. 

“The van began to move and he was 
followed. He stopped for a second time 
but this time he tried to reverse into 
the police car“For the third time the 
van stopped and reversed at the police 
car to effectively ram it but this time 
it caused a collision. There was also a 
fourth occasion it reversed but on this 
occasion he collided with bollards.” 


Ms Ruck described to the court how 
the defendant jumped out of his vehi¬ 
cle and made a run for it. 

“When officers searched his vehicle 
they found a machete with a two-foot 
blade,” said Ms Ruck. During police 
interviews Hanley said he couldn’t re¬ 
member what had happened. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending 
Hanley, said: “Your Honour will see 
the explanation for Mr Hanley having 
the machete. He is a ‘tatter’ and his 
van is part of his business. He has used 
the two foot blade as part of his work.” 

Hanley of Ryle Street, Blakenall, 
Walsall, pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving, driving while unfit to drive 
and a possession of a bladed article.

How Baptist minister cole’s many 
roles helped shape modern borough 


IF you live in Walsall today, you 
can hardly have missed the ev¬ 
idence of a man whose impor¬ 
tance to the town is still visible 
and significant, yet you are un¬ 
likely to have heard his name - 
Alfred Adolphus Cole. 

Cole was born in Gloucestershire on 
November 4, 1821, and first became a 
Baptist Minister in Padstow, Cornwall. 
Later moving to West Haddon, North¬ 
amptonshire. After 12 years he moved 
to Walsall, where he dedicated the rest 
of his life to the service of its people. 

Rev Cole’s work centred on the Goodall 
Street Baptist Chapel (now demolished), on 
the corner of Freer Street. By the 1960s the 
chapel had been sold to the local Freema¬ 
sons, becoming a Masonic Hall, and oddly 
enough it was later used as a music venue, 
becoming one of the first places Black Sab¬ 
bath performed. 

For 33 years, Rev Cole worked hard to

improve the lot, both spiritual and mate¬ 
rial, of both his flock and the other people 
of Walsall. During that time, Cole became 
prominent in the religious and intellectual 
life of the town and was beloved by his con¬ 
gregation. 

Always supportive of any movement 
which aimed at the advancement of the 
people, he enthusiastically assisted all local 
intellectual and educational works. As a 
result he became one of the leading lights 
of the Walsall Literary Institute which, run 
by local businessman, publisher, journalist 
and amateur astronomer W. Henry Robin¬ 
son, boasted over one thousand members by 
the 1890s. 

Like the broad-based institute itself, Rev 
Cole combined his many literary interests 
with the other arts and sciences. He was a 
poet, composing many hymns. An enthu¬ 


siastic and skilled astronomer, he built a 
large telescope from scratch, making every 
component himself, even grinding the 
lenses. He was also interested in geology. 

An artist, he sketched, and also hand- 
carved the stone columns decorating the 
interior of his chapel. 

Cole helped establish Walsall’s first Free 
Library, opened in Goodall Street in 1859, 
and wholeheartedly supported the Cottage 
Hospital and the work of Sister Dora, her 
colleagues and successors, by serving on nu¬ 
merous Hospital Committees for 29 years. 

Unsurprisingly, with all this community 
involvement and his other interests, Cole 
eventually became the prime mover behind 
the Walsall Science & Art Institute, the 
direct ancestor of the present-day Walsall 
College. He had encouraged the first local 
teaching of popular and elementary art 
from about 1861, in a night class held in his 
Chapel’s schoolroom. 

Retiring in 1890, Revd. Cole died on Feb¬ 
ruary 10, 1893, and was buried in Queen 
Street Cemetery, with a simple service at 


Goodall Street Chapel. His funeral was at¬ 
tended by the great and the good of Walsall 
and his many friends in the town. 

The Science & Art Institute gradually 
evolved over time, becoming ‘Walsall Mu¬ 
nicipal Science & Art Institute’ in 1897, 
and around 1908 the School of Art moved 
to Goodall Street, taking over the original 
Free Library which had been replaced by a 
new one in Lichfield Street. 

In 1926 the old Municipal Institute was 
renamed Walsall Technical College, which 
was to be succeeded after the Second World 
War by a new establishment at Wisemore, 
later known as Walsall College of Arts & 
Technology, which in time rededicated the 
original building to the study of art and 
design and the practical skills of painting, 
decorating etc. 

Revd Alfred Adolphus Cole was a man 
of distinction as a preacher, a man of in¬ 
tellect, an artist and a scientist, and a very 
real benefactor to the people of Walsall in 
so many ways. For more information online

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Heading ball concern as 
footballer AN succumbs 


MIDLAND football legend Alf 
Wood is suffering from de¬ 
mentia, it has been revealed, 
reopening the debate over 
the health risk posed by hard 
leather footballs. 

The striker had spells playing at 
Walsall and Shrewsbury Town. 

He earned cult status after scor¬ 
ing two goals for Stafford Rangers 
at Wembley to win the FA Trophy 
against Kettering Town in 1979. 

The 68-year-old grandad also played 
for Millwall, Middlesbrough, Hull City 
and Manchester City can now barely 
speak and has no recollection of his 
legendary exploits on the turf. 

His wife Joan has spoken publicly 
about her husband’s illness after the 
family of late West Bromwich Albion 
striker Jeff Astle launched a bid to find 
ex-professionals also suffering health 
problems which could be linked to 
heading the old style balls. 

Joan, 67, lives near Walsall. She 
said: “‘Tve read all the reports about 
the Astle family and I’m in the same 
boat. My husband’s biggest skill was 
heading the ball and now he’s got de¬ 
mentia. I’m not a neurologist so I can’t 
say that’s what caused Alfs illness. 

“But, when I saw this (the Astle) 
case and the call for other relatives of 
suffering footballers to help, I knew I 
had to come forward.” 

Alf played 258 games for the Shrews 
netting 65 times. He made 29 appear¬ 
ances for the Saddlers, scoring two 
goals. Alfs former clubs passed on 
messages of support to the free-scoring 
striker. Walsall FC chief executive Ste¬ 
fan Gamble said: “As a former player 
and member of the Walsall FC Family, 
we are very sorry to hear of Alf Wood’s 
story and the subsequent pressures 
that it places on those closest to him.” 

Last July, Alf’s condition saw him 
move permanently into a care home.

Alfs dementia has caused him to de¬ 
velop a near-crippling back injury and 
to lose more than three stone. Yet, de¬ 
spite his frailty and poor cognition, he 
has not lost his sporting skills.

“The staff at the home always say they 
can tell he was a footballer.”

Bridge yobs

BRICKS and stones are being hurled from a 
bridge on to vehicles below - sparking plans 
for a crackdown on yobs. 

Gangs are causing chaos on the Fordbrook railway- 
bridge in Pelsall, damaging cars and buses and put¬ 
ting passers-by at risk. A fence will be built to block 
off the bridge, which community leaders hope will

Ward councillor Garry 
Perry said: “There has even 
been damage caused to cars 
but ultimately one of these 
days it could be much more 
serious and there could even 
be a fatality.” 

Ranjit Kaur, the council’s 
area manager for Brown- 
hills, Rushall, Shelfield 
and Pelsall, said there was 
a ‘continuous problem of 
anti-social behaviour, with 
young people throwing ob¬ 
jects from the bridge onto 
on-coming traffic’. She 
added: “A number of inci¬ 
dents have occurred where 
damage has been caused to 
vehicles and buses.

and manpower has been 
used to try and tackle the 
issues. A site visit was held 
with contractors, partners 
and Sustrans, who are re¬ 
sponsible for the bridge, to 
see the problems that are 
being experienced. A solu¬ 
tion has been put forward 
that partners feel would 
help alleviate the problem. 

“The proposal put for¬ 
ward was to weld mesh 
fence that would blend in 
with the surrounding area 
and would enclose all ac¬ 
cesses to the side of the 
bridge on both sides.” 

Steve Wheeler, spokes¬ 
man for Sustrans, said: 
“We are currently liaising 
with the police and Walsall 
Council over the best possi¬ 
ble solution to this issue.”

Centre now 
hitting its 
staff targets 

A CARE and rehabilitation 
centre which was judged 
to be failing staff has now 
raised its standards, it has 
been revealed. 

Walsall Council-run Hol- 
lybank House in Willenhall, 
which took over services 
from another rehabilitation 
centre when it closed in 
2012, was failing to comply 
with standards set by the 
Health and Social Care Act 
2008, the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission said. 

The centre was originally 
inspected last June and 
found to be failing in three 
areas - supporting workers, 
monitoring service provision 
and managing medicines. It 
was inspected again in De¬ 
cember and deemed to still 
be failing in supporting 
workers and monitoring 
service provision. 

Inspectors then served 
a warning notice on the 
council. Bosses have since 
said urgent action had been 
taken and that a follow-up 
unannounced CQC inspec¬ 
tion on March 13, revealed 
the centre was now meeting 
required standards. 

A report to councillors 
states: “Over the last three 
months the team have 
worked extremely hard to 
address a number of train¬ 
ing needs. This has included 
significant work by the reg¬ 
istered manager.” 


MP takes fight over post 
office to the Commons 


THE battle to save Willenhalrs main post 
office has been taken to the House of Com¬ 
mons by veteran MP David Winnick. 

The premises, in John Street, is among 70 Crown 
Post Office branches, or operated by Post Office Ltd, 
earmarked to be franchised and relocated in a shop. 
But campaigners want to keep the main branch. 

The MP for Walsall North ■ by Deb Hardiman 
raised the issue in last H___ 


week’s Question Time in 
a debate with the Minister 
of State for Business, Inno¬ 
vation and Skills Michael 
Fallon. 

Mr Winnick said: “Many 
people come to Willenhall 
market and frequently use 
the post office facilities - 
the post office is located 
in the centre of the town, 
opposite the police station, 
and is very much part of the 
character of Willenhall. It 
certainly has no shortage of 
customers.” 

Mr Fallon replied: “It is 
important to be clear that 
Willlenhall is a loss-making 
branch.” He added that a 
six-week public consultation 
would be held before a deci¬ 
sion was taken. 

Following a process of 
careful consideration and 
modelling, the Post Office 
does not believe that it can 
operate the branch profita¬ 
bly or sustainably. However, 
it does believe that another 
retailer in the community 
can do so. 


“It has therefore adver¬ 
tised the opportunity to 
local businesses and retail¬ 
ers, and has received ex¬ 
pressions of interest from 
a number of parties. It is 
assessing those responses 
to ensure that the most ap¬ 
propriate partner is chosen 
to provide access to services. 
However, I can reassure the 
honourable gentleman and 
his constituents that this is 
not a branch closure.” 

Mr Winnick replied: “The 
Minister says that it is not a 
closure, but it is a closure, to 
the extent that the existing 
building will close. There is 
no doubt about that. 

“Are the views of the local 
community on the role that 
the Crown post office in 
Willlenhall plays and has 
played for so many years 
being taken into account? 

Mr Fallon replied that 
a six-week public consul¬ 
tation will take place and 
issues such as access, build¬ 
ing layout and parking will 
be taken into account.

He was banned from driv¬ 
ing for two years.

A new take on 


upsets 

W hen it was first announced, 
the BBC’s First World War 
season seemed to be heavy 
on documentaries (as you would 
expect) and little else. 

However, this new drama series 
should prove to be one of the 
highlights. 

It’s been painstakingly researched 
by writer Sarah Phelps, who has 
aimed to bring back to life what it 
was like to work in and be treated at 
a tented field hospital near the front 
line in France. 

“I hope viewers get a sense of the 
scale of the war, and that it comes 
from it from a slightly different 
perspective,” says Phelps. “Not at the 
Front, we are further back, but 
nonetheless this is where men were 
healed and put back together again, 
or not, and there’s a real sense of 
being at the cutting edge of life and 
death.” 

The writer, who previous worked 
with executive producer Anne 
Pivcevic on an adaptation of Great 
Expectations, took the book The 
Roses of No Man’s Land by Lyn 


the old 


MacDonald as a starting point before 
embarking on further reading. 

“I am amazed at the stuff I never 
knew, especially about the medical 
and the surgical and the nursing 
aspects,” she reveals. 

“I found looking at contemporary 
photographs at the time - cameras 
were banned at the Front but people 
sneaked them through and took all 
sorts of pictures - they tell an 
incredible story.” 

She adds: “One of my favourite bits 
and the most resonant for me was 
an ad hoc journal that had been 
typed up, and it was memories of 
hospital... 

“This tiny little description of the 
sound of a young volunteer girl from 
a sheltered background in England, 
who was now standing in a tented 
ward somewhere in France, whisking 
egg whites with a fork, to feed to a 
man whose face had been blown off 
- the sound of her fork against the 
side of the bowl - that’s an image 
that went like a knife into my heart.” 

Phelps has incorporated that story 
in the screenplay, and it’s touching

guard 

moments and details such as that 
which helped attract a starry cast - 
Suranne Jones, Hermione Norris, 
Oona Chaplin and Kerry Fox are 
among those bringing the characters 
to life. 

“I think with casting we got some 
brilliant people in,” explains Phelps. 
“Generally you watched the 
auditions, and you knew when that 
person had arrived. You know when 
that character is there! 

“It’s really exciting when you know 
that right actor has arrived and is 
doing it right in front of you. That’s a 
real thrill.” 

The first episode follows the 
fortunes of Kitty, Flora and Rosalie 
when they volunteer to work at a 
busy war hospital. 

They face as tough a battle as 
the men at the Front - although their 
fight involves keeping soldiers alive 
and tending to their often terrible 
wounds. 

By the end of the day the girls 
have been joined by Sister Joan 
Livesey, whose modern approach 
ruffles a few feathers...

New Verso 
MPV from 
Toyota is on 
line to do 
much better

Sometimes the biggest obstacle you can face 
is the simple fact that you’re not a trendier 
something else. 

The Voice flopped because it wasn’t The X Factor. 
The motoring show Fifth Gear flopped because it 
wasn’t Top Gear. And the Toyota Verso MPV . . . well, 
let’s just compare its 3,000 UK sales last year with the 
Nissan Qashqai crossover’s 50,000. 

Ultimately they’re a similar size, with similar driving posi¬ 
tions and similar engines, so it’s no wonder Toyota has been 
scratching its metaphorical head. 

The problem was judged to be the lack of an eco-banan- 
as 1.6-litre diesel, so thanks to a new partnership with BMW, 
that’s changed. 

The 2014 Verso has a host of small detail changes and 
quality improvements. 

That’s all well and good, and while the cabin still feels 
distinctly Toyota the real meat of the new model is its engine, 
and what Toyota has done to it. 

The 1.6-litre four-cylinder diesel has been pinched from 
the Mini, where it has been reliable enough to catch Toyota’s 
eye. 

Refining 

The Verso is a heavier car though, so rather than try to 
change its power delivery, the firm has focused on refining it; 
making it as useful in day-to-day driving as possible. 

And they’ve done a remarkably good job. Toyota’s engine 
mounts are different, designed to absorb more of the com¬ 
pact diesel’s vibrations and prevent them from reaching the 
driver and passengers. 

As long as your hands aren’t resting on the interior trim, 
vibrations are almost undetectable. 

This distillation extends to the stop-start system, which 
uses an uprated starter motor to kick the engine into life. 
This kind of stop-start process can rattle your fillings out 
if it’s badly set up, so Toyota, believing that the Verso will 
spend most of its life in traffic, has smoothed out the restart 
into a buttery-smooth process that offers all the disturbance 
of a passing moth. 

Comfortable 

From the driver’s seat, there’s more to appreciate, from 
the myriad storage compartments to the near-ideal driving 
position. 

The seats themselves are flat-based and offer little in the 
way of lateral support, but for gentle cruising they are com¬ 
fortable. 

There’s also a good view out of the Toyota Verso in all 
directions. 

On paper the borrowed engine looks a little feeble next 
to the competition, but the reality belies the numbers. The 
Verso never really feels out of its depth and pulls strongly 
through the gears with two people and luggage on board. 
It’s quiet below 2,500rpm, but a boot-full of throttle will see 
it get a little rowdy. 

The middle row of seats is mightily spacious, with child 
seat attachment points on the outer two perches. The third, 
fold-away row is definitely for occasional use only, but as 
kids always seem to travel with friends, it might come in very 
handy. 

A perennially comfortable ride seems to sum the Verso 
up. It’s not a new-fangled exciting crossover and it makes 
no pretence to dynamism. 

But it’s well thought-out by people who know how to 
make a great everyday family car, and the new engine is a 
perfect fit. 

It deserves to do much better this year.
